Kishi is scheduled to meet 
the press today after attending

departs for his three-week good- 
will tour of seven Southeast 
Asian nations and Australia and 
New Zealand. He will fly by 
a special JAL plane scheduled to 
leave Haneda Airport at 11:30 
p.m. today. 

He is scheduled to arrive in 
Saigon at 11:45 a.m. tomorrow 
via Hongkong on the first leg 
na his second Scutheast Asian 
trip. 

The Prime Minister held his 
last conference with Govern- 
ment Liberal-Democratic leaders 
yesterday to study the problems 
to be taken up with the coun- 
tries he will visit, including the 
Indonesian reparations problem.

Girard Case Has Cost U.S., 
Japan More Than $100,000

William S. Girard’s killing of 
a Japanese woman on a firing 
range has cost America, Japan 
and the press well over $100,000. 


The cost to the U.S. Army in 
Japan alone has run perhaps to 
$85,000, with more to be spent 
if there is an appeal of Tues- 
day’s verdict in the Illinois sol- 
dier’s Japanese manslaughter 
trial. 


This figure was arrived at by 
careful calculation of the man- 
power, vehicles, airplanes and 
supplies used in investigating 
the Jan. 30 killing, defending 
Girard and providing services to 
the Japanese court and press. 


At least 130 U.\S.. officers and 
soldiers and Japanese employes 
.on the U.S. payroll were assign- 
ed at one time or another to a 
total of perhaps 22,000 man- 
hours of “Girard duty” at a cost 
of about $60,000. 

It has cost Japan far less— 
perhaps less than one-tenth of 
the Army’s expefises—to pro-

trial judge receives only $180. a 
month, less than glmost every

Girard, whose pay and allow- 
ances total about $250 a month, 
could be assessed the court's 
special costs for interpreters, 
stenographers and police if he 
were convicted with or without 
a suspended prison sentence.

WASHINGTON (INS)— 
Diplomatic sources said Satur- 
day the United States is expect- 
ed to give increasingly serious 
thought in the coming year to 
improving and strengthening 
its defensive alliances in Asia. 

The U.S. is convinced that 
America’s Asian and Pacific 
alliances can and must be im- 
proved. 

At the moment Free World 
attention is focused largely 
upon developments — within 
NATO, where the U.S, feels its 
first efforts must be given. 

But within the State Depart- 
ment planners are busily at 
work on a host of ideas which 
the Administration hopes can 
add to the defensive power and 
stability of Free World alliances 
in the Far East. 

One plan which has been talk- 
ed about off and on over the 
past decade is the creation of 
a Northeast Asian treaty orga- 
nization, and there is a good 
chance that some further action 
may be initiated looking toward 
this type of a pact. 

Japan, of course, still is on 


| the outside of such a concept. 


But it could encompass South 
Korea, Taiwan and the Philip- 
pines, and possibly even South 
Vietnam, 


But a new defensive alliance 
is considered by informed of- 
ficials as somewhat too ambiti- 
ous for the moment. More to 
the point in the foreseeable 
future is improving those pacts 
which now exist in Asia. 


Within this framework Japan 
could play a significant, if non- 
military, role, 


It is recognized in Washing: 
ton that Japan has a great 
potential in contributing to the 
strength of the Far East. Some 
of this could be in the industrial 
and developmental field, but 
some also could lie in a semi- 
military area. : 

In other words, if Japan were 
to expand its own self-defense 
Strength this would demand 
less of the U.S. and, correspond- 
ingly, more could be done Mm 
other areas. 


It is still doubtful as to the 
precise directions in which the 
U.S. will move in Asia. 


Perhaps the most important 
step would be to link the 
various Asian nations friendly 
with America in defensive pacts 
with NATO and the Baghdad 
and Rio pact countries. 


Such a link would probably 
emphasize exchange of informa- 
tion and knowledge by the 
various treaty organizations, 


But whatever is done this 
much seems certain: The Ad- 
ministration is anxious to 
strengthen alliances in the Far 
East and after the forthcoming 
NATO meeting the next area of 
direct concern undoubtedly will 
be Asia.

The Government’s much 
heralded schemes for economic 
cooperation with Southeast Asia 
were based on vague unrealistic 
bases. The biggest illusion was 
the proposal for establishing a 
fund for development of the 
area. The United States show- 
ed no interest in the plan be- 
cause it realized there was lit- 
tle in the proposition that would 
stand the acid test of practice. 

It is important for Japan to 


face reality and make efforts in 


these directions: 

l. The Government's com- 
mitment to Cambodia and Laos 
on economic aid shouid be carri- 
ed out as early as possible. 

2. Systematic efforts should 
be made for efficient fulfilment 
of the agreements on war re- 
parations and economic co 
operation concluded with Bur- 
ma and the Philippines. 

3. Japan, as a donor nation 
of the Colombo: Plan, should 
offer more financial aid for the 
plan, undef which economic 
development of Southeast Asia 
is progressing successfully. 

Despite the ever increasing 
requests for Japanese technical 
assistance under the Colombo 
Plan, the meager budget com- 
pelled Japan to turn down, as 
early a3 in August, all further 
applications for aid during this 
fiscal year. 

The fact that Japan could 
have’ complied with all the 
requests but for the lack of only 
¥50 million is a good example of 
an empty promise, Japan 
should pursue a straight and

Eisenhower, Dulles Map 


New Compromise Plan 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion will lay before Adlai E.

1, A possible bid by President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower in his

2. An agreement with the 
NATO allies for storing atomic 
warheads and bombs under 
U.S. control in Western Europe 
and for their release to allied 
forces on orders from Washing- 
ton in the event of war. 

3. A start on the politically 


complex problem of really in- 


tegrating NATO's. defenses and 
sharing military tasks. 


4. Persuading the NATO al- 
lies to pay the costs of establish- 
ing and maintaining rocket 
bases which initially, at least, 
will be manned by Americans. 

5. Establishing a missile 
training school and firing range 
somewhere in southern Europe, 
possibly along the Mediter- 
ranean, to prepare key allied 
military personnel for the new 
era. 

6. Amending the Atomic 
fnergy Law to permit turning 
over more atomic information 
to. the allies. But no thought 
is being given to handing over 
control of U.S. nuclear bombs 
end warheads to the allies at 
this stage, officials said. 

7. Expanding the activities of 
NATO's Scientific Committee so 
as to make better use of the 
Free World’s brainpower in the 
arms race, 

8. Broadening the consulta- 
tive work of the NATO Council 
to include discussion of non- 
NATO affairs which affect the 
West’s unity. 


Democrats Criticize Ike 
On Missiles, West Ties 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The Democratic Advisory Council 
called Saturday night for a greater sense of urgency in the race 


with Russia for survival. 


It said a special session of Congress should be convened if 
necessary to finance a speedup in military and research programs. 


And it said rivalry between 
the armed services should be 
ended if it is delaying the pro- 
grams. 

“The all-out effort of the So- 
viets to establish themselves as 
masters of the space around us 
must be met by all-out efforts 
of our own,” said the council 
in a statement approved by 
Adlai Stevenson, former Presi- 
dent Harry S. Truman, and 
other leading Democrats. 

The Advisory Council is a 24- 
member policy branch of the 
Democratic National Committee. 

The statement, a critique on 
President Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower’s two recent national se- 
curity broadcasts, said the Pres- 
ident’s speeches contained “no 
suggestion for a program to win 
the battle for outer space despite 
its importance in the world of 
the future.” 

The Democrats said there are 
two major issues before the 
country. 

“One is the fact that the Rus- 
sians have been putting on a 
great drive to surpass the United 
States in the modern weapons of 
war, and that in vital areas they 


-—}succeeded.” 


“The second crisis facing the 
country,” it said, “is the state 
of our Western alliance, that is 
of the North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and the political soli- 
darity of the West of which 
NATO is a part. 

“The grand alliance of the 
countries of the West, which 
has been hurt by years of neg- 
lect, is seriously weak. It has 
been further weakened by re- 
cent unilateral actions.” 

Asserting next month’s NATO 
council meeting in Paris will be 
a critical one, the council said: 
“It is absolutely necessary to 
restore and strengthen’ the 
grand alliance.”

NEW YORK (AP)—French

VIENNA (AP)—The Russian- 
installed Hungarian Govern- 
ment Sunday issued a decree 
which deprived Hungary's 


workers of their last bit of free- 
dom gained in last autumn’s 
armed revolution. 


Radio Budapest announced 
that Premier Janos Kadar’s 
Government had formally and 
finally abolished the independ- 
ent workers councils formed by 
rebels during the revolution 
and replaced them with shop 
stewards councils which are 
organized and strictly controlled 
by the Communists and pledged 
to work for the regime. 


The formal decree came after 
the government had virtually 
killed the independent councils 
by arresting their leaders 
and intimidating the workers 
through jailings, layoffs, wage 
cuts and threats.

WASHINGTON (INS)— 
President Dwight D. Kisén- 
hower Saturday charted

assure Western arms for 
Tunisia. 

The President and Dulles dis- 
cussed the problem of restoring 
full Western unity in a long- 
distance telephone conversa- 
tion between Woshington ‘and 
Augusta, Ga., where Eisenhower 
is spending a brief vacation. 

The presidential intervention 
in the French crisis, which 
threatens the newly formed 
Government of Premier Felix 
Gaillard, came as France threw 
the U.S.-British decision to sup- 
ply arms to Tunisia into the 
NATO Permanent Council for 
debate. 

High Administration sources 
reported that as a result of the 
President’s talk with Dulles, 
efforts will be made to work out 
a compromise plan between the 
U.S., France and Tunisia. 

Dulles will discuss the new 
U.S. proposal with French For- 
eign Minister Christian Pineau 
Tuesday. Pineau will arrive in 
New York Monday for. U.N. 
discussions on the Algerian prob- 
lem and will fly to Wasfing- 
ton for the talk with Dulles, 

Officials said the compromise 
plan discussed by the President 
and Dulles is aimed at: 

—A_ U.S., French, Tunisian ar- 
rangement whereby the new 
Arab republic would obtain

Film Star’s Send-Off 


SINGAPORE (Kyodo-UP) — 
Outgoing Japanese Consul Gen- 
eral Ken Ninomiya was given a 
film star’s send-off Sunday when 
he left for Tokyo after complet- 
ing five years of service in this 
British colony. 


The VIP room of the Singa- 
pore airport was packed to capa- 
city with ministers, government 
officials, consul corps, commun- 
ity lJeaders and the ordinary 
man in the street, 


Never before has a consular 
representative been accorded 
such a send-off. 

Accompanied by his son, Nino- 
miya left by plane for Manila, en 
route home. Ninomiya was the 
first Japanese consul general to 
be appointed to Singapore after 
the war. He arrived here in 
1952 when feelings against the 
Japanese were still very high 
because of the actions of the 
Japanese military forces during 
the war. 


succeeded in healing most of 
the wounds inflicted by the 
Japanese Army and has paved 
the way for the resumptidn of 
Japan’s prewar influence. 

Ninomiya, 65, has been very 
popular here and his friends 
had expected that he would be 
appointed the first Japanese am- 
bassador to the newly indepen- 
dent Malaya. The announce- 
ment that he would be assigned 
to another post came as a big 
shock, | 

Only last week prominent Chi- 
nese banker Yap Pheng-geck 
said if only Ninomiya agreed to 
stay on in Singapore his friends 
could very easily collect 10,000 
signatures to petition the Japa- 
nese Government to fretain him 
here. 

But the Japanese diplomat 
told the banker that he needed 
the chance to go home after five 
years during which he had not 
had an extended home leave.

“The Salt of the Earth,” a 
give-your-penny movement. in- 
itiated. last year by a poet to 
help the needy, is now promis- 
ing to become a major national 
campaign. 

Haruichi Eguchi, poet and 
writer of. children’s literature, 
installed the first “Salt of Earth” 
contribution box "in the city. of 
Chiba at Hagoromo bridge near 
the local employment security 
office in September last year 
with his own donation in it. 

Iiis idea was that the box 
might serve as a sort of relief 
bank to those day laborers who 
could not find work at the ‘em- 
pioyment office. 

The first “Salt of the Earth” 


An unidentified American 
lad put his contribution into 
the first “Salt of the Earth” 
donation box installed in To- 
kyo near Ochanomizu Station 
as he passed by the other 
day.

The wives, who are now visit- 
ing Japan, had _ threatened 
to carry out a sitdown demon- 
stration uniess they were treat- 
ed equally with 800 similer 
Japanese women and children 
whom the Japanese Govern- 
ment is treating as repatriates. 


The Government makes a dis- 


‘tinction between the 400 wives, 


who married Chinese nationals 
in Japan after the war and then 
voluntarily crossed to Chifia, 
and the 800 wives, who were 
forced by circumstance to marry 
Chinese abroad after the war, .. 


The repatriation organs have . 
decided to raise ¥3,200,000 
through public coatributions to 
pay the ¥4 million required to 
pay for the boat fare of the 
wives. The remainder will.be 
paid by the travelers at the rate 
of ¥5,000 per family. 


The decision to help the Japa- 
nese Women return to the Chi- 
nese mainland was wired yes- 
terday to authorities in Pei- 
ping. 

It only remains now to per- 
suade the Japanese women, who 
have congregated in Kobe to 
demand accommodation. aboard 
the “repatriates’ ship,” to accept 
the aid of the _ repatriation 
organs.

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holated Cold Virus Cael 


SALISBURY, England (AP)— 
The common cold virus isolated 
last month at Johns Hopkins 
University, Baltimore, is already 
being given to cold-catching 
volunteers here. 

Samples of the JH virus— 
named after the university— 
were flown over here a8 soon as 
its discovery was announced, so 
that British scientists can saelp 
carry the ball forward in man- 
kind’s drive against the problem 
disease. . 

There experiments with vol- 
unteers are being conducted in 
one of the world’s most impor- 
tant cold war battlegrounds; the 
Harvard Common Cold Research 
Center. 

Here, in a carefully isolated 
half square mile of greenery 
and prefabricated huts overlook- 
ing this famous English cathe- 
dral city, doctors have been giv- 
ing colds to volunteers for 11 
years, trying through the snif- 
files and sneezes to study the 
cold in its natural—and so far, 
only detectable—state. 


Their usual method before the. 
JR virus has been to catch the 
cold germs somebody sneezes or 
coughs into a handkerchief, and 
give them to somebody lise. 


Most of the volunteer human 
guinea pigs who inhaled the JH 
virus have come through with- 
out even a sniffie. And scientists 
belonging to the Harvard re- 
search unit want to know what 


percentage of the “worid’s colds: 


this virus causes. They think 
the amswer may be a good deal 
smaller than the 30 per cent 
figure given by Dr. Winston 
Price, its discoverer. 


One scientist, Brazilian-born 
Dr. Helio Pereira, said: “I think 
the common cold may turn out 
to be caused by many different 
viruses that produce the same 
effect. 


“After all, Dr. Price thinks he 
has developed a vaccine that 
will immunize people against 
the JH virus. But the United 
States Army carried out some 
experiments a few years ago 
that proved that even getting a 
cold itself doesn’t immunize you 
against getting another two 
weeks later.” . 


But scientists here welcome 
the American success. For Dr. 
Price has achieved at least part 
of what the Harvard unit has 
been aiming at gince 1946: the 
isolation of a virus that causes 
the common cold, so that the 
disease can be studied in the 
laboratory instead of only in 
human beings. 3 


All the microscopic organisms 
called viruses are mysterious 
things, but the common cold 
virus is one of the most mysteri- 
ous and elusive of all. 


Viruses are too small to be 
sought out by microscopes, and

can be detected only by 
effect they have on living cells. 
Put something containing virus- 
es into a living tissue in a test 
tube, watch what happens to 
the tissue and you usually: 
know what you've got: influenza 
virus, polio virus or some 
other. Then you can separate 
the virus and even photograph 
it through an electronic micro- 
scope. , 

But only one effect of the cold 
virus on living tissue has been 
discovered so far: a horrible, 
noisy sneeze. Since you can't 
get a sneeze in a test tube, the 
only way to tell whether you 
have a cold virus or not is to 
get somebody to inhale it and 
see-what happens to him. 


Until scientists can somehow 
transplant cold viruses into liv- 
ing tissues in a laboratory and 
work with them there, they can- 
not really begin to tackle this 
champion irritater of the human 
race. Dr. Price has done this 
with the JH virus. 


The Harvard unit had one 
frustrating success, that was 
explained by Dr. C. H. Andrews, 
the chief of the British Govern- 
ment’s virus research program 
in direct charge of the work 
here, 


“What is so infuriating at the 
moment is that we found part 
of what we were looking for, 
and then it slipped through our 
fingers,” the silver-haired, cher- 
ry<cheeked scientist said, 


“Four years ago, we actually 
produced a virus that grew in 
a tissue culture. We still could 
not detect it, apart from using 
it to give a cold to somebody 
first, but we had the thing 
growing. We transplanted it 
from one test tube culture to 
another and kept it going for 
months, and then suddenly it 
died. 


“And confound it, we can’t do 
the trick again! We've put 
cold germs which people cough 
and sneeze into handkerchiefs 
in tissucs in just the same way, 
as far 4s we can see. But there 
must be something different, be- 
cause it just hasn’t worked,”

Animal Talk

Puerperal Cannibalism 


If you will recall, in our last 
column we discussed the rela- 
tionship of the mother and pup- 
pies as to the causes of puerper- 
al cannibalism and explained 
what happens when the puppy 
is weak of voice or the mother 
is hard of hearing. 


When the infant has the chill 
of death fn its body, the mother 
pushes it aside and does not at- 
tempt to eat it. The mother 
depends partially upon the 
phono-auditory communion for 
guidance in this matter and par- 
tially upon the temperature of 
the infant. 


It has been reported that the 
brachycephalic breeds of canine 
are more subject to cannibalism 
than those with-other conforma- 
tion. The poor alignment of the 
teeth in Boston terriers, boxers, 
Pekingese, etc., and clumsiness 
shown in moving the mouth 
parts, along with the tendency 
toward hereditary hernia and 
impaired umbilical regions all 
predispose to cannibalism. The 
Basenji, which is said to be 
barkless, was observed with con- 
siderable interest in this connec- 
tion, but it has been found that 
these dogs are by no means 
mute, for they can squeal like 
a pig. 

Measures for the prevention 
of cannibalism should begin 
with the elimination from 
breeding plans of individuals af- 
fected by congenital deafness 
and congenitally transmitted 
herniations. Regular examina- 
tions by your veterinarian and 
treatments if indicated for para- 
stic otitis, and other pathologic 
conditions that might impair 
hearing should be made, follow- 
ed by close supervision during 
delivery and immediate removai 
of weak infants or those show- 
ing umbilical impairment, 


These infants may be return- 
ed after they have acquired suf- 
ficient strength to nurse and 
produce vocal signs and, of 
course, after the navel has 
healed,

It is usually under these condi- 
tions that your veterinarian will 
recommend removal. It is, there- 
fore, important that in order 
for your dog to retain his ton- 
sils that a veterinarian be con- 
sulted when infection first oc- 
curs for as in humans, they res- 
pond very nicely to a course of 
chemo-therapeutic drugs or antl- 
biotics.

Proposals for Doupion 

The most important recom- 
mendation is to set up a grade 
above “Extra” to be called 
“Double Extra.” Actually, it is 
believed, very few lots will 
achieve the Double-Extra stand- 
ard; but those that do should 
enjoy the premium recognition 
and buyers will be given a 
more meaningful breakdown 
than the present Extra, First 
and Second. 


The principal net effect of 
the proposals for doupion will 
be to shift a few lots of 200/250 
to the new Double-Extra grade, 
but to down-grade an even 
larger number by one grade. 


The authorities here have 
declined to adopt the Euro- 
pean-backed recommendation 
for a size-range test, which 
would express the maximum 
range between the single high- 
est and single lowest size-test 
in each lot.

Trade Center 
To Be Set 
Up in Tokyo 


A permanent international 
trade center is expected to be 
set up at the eastern corner of 
Tokyo Port by the spring of 
1959 when Tokyo is to sponsor 
a big international trade fair. 

The center will be established 
through the cooperation of the 
Metropolitan Government and 
the Japan Machinery Industry 
Federation and the Federation 
of Economic Orgamzations.

A vast area near the Harumi 
Pier of Tokyo Port has been 
chosen for the site of the cen- 
ter.

Building of a two-storied heavy 
industry and a light industry 
pavilion as well as their acces- 
sory buildings has been plan- 
ned for the first phasé construc- 
tion program, 

The sponsor organizations in- 
tend to complete the projected 
center by April 1959.

Shipping ‘Notes and News | 


The issue over admission of 
Nitto Shosen Co. into the Trans- 
Pacific Freight Conference of 
Japan entered a new stage late 
week when the nine Japanese 
companies operating. Japan- 
North America cargoliner serv- 
ices, hitherto strongly opposed 
to the entry of Nitto Shosen, 
made a compromise proposal. 
The parties concerned refused 
to reveal the contents of the pro- 
posal, but it is believed that the 
proposal calls for Nitto Shosen 
to be granted conference mem- 
bership next February. The 
compromise came after Nitto 
Shosen started collecting gener- 
al cargoes for the North Ameri- 
can Pacific coast as this open 
rate conference had continued to 
withhold decision on the mem- 
bership application submitted 
by Nitto Shosen about three 
months ago. The opponents 
reasoned that the admission of 
Nitto Shosen would result in an 
overtonnage on the route. 


Earlier last week, the Tran- 
sportation Ministry advised 
Nitto Shosen to stop collecting 
cargoes for loading aboard the 
Meiwa Maru which it intended 
to operate from late this month 
as the first vessel to run on its 
planned Japan-North American 
cargoliner service. The Ministry 
gave the advice immediately 
after the representatives of the 
niné Japanese operators of Ja- 
pan-North American liner serv- 
ices so requested. 


* * * 

The Trans-Pacific Freight Con- 
ference of Japan, at a special 
meeting last week, voted down 
a proposal by the American Mail 
Line to reopen the freight rates 
for porcelainware and plywood 
from Japan to the Pacific coast 
of North America. Immediately 
after the rejection, the AML 
representative indicated, accord- 
ing to a rate conference infor- 
mant, that it might secede from 
the’ conference. The rate re- 
opening proposal should natural- 
ly have been turned down, an 
official of the freight commis- 
sion of the Federation of All 
Japan Exporters Associations 
said last Saturday. AML had 
made the proposal on the 
ground that recent “freight 
dumping” had made it difficujt 
for the carriers to collect por- 
celainware and plywood cargoes 
at the present closed rates, and 
had virtually turned them into 
nominal rates. As a first step 
to stabilization of freight rates 
on the Trans-Pacific trade, this 
Japan-North America rate con- 
ference last August closed the 
rate on porcelainware at $20 per 
ton and that on plywood at $24. 
Had the AML proposal been ac-. 
cepted, it would touch off a 
freight competition, thus mak- 
ing it difficult for. traders to 
carry on business smoothly, a 
senior official of a trading com- 
pany here said, | a

sociation is expected to follow 
the decision of the  Inter- 
national Chamber of Shipping 
with respect to the problem of 
the Suez Canal clearance costs.

The planned adoption of an 
exclusive patronage contract 
system by the Japan-Cambodia 
Freight Conference from Dec. 
15 is still premature, the freight 
commission of the Federation 
of All Japan Exporters Asso- 
ciations agreed last Friday. A 
spokesman for the commission 
pointed out that there is a non- 
conference line active in the 
Japan-Cambodia trade. He said 
the commission agreed to ask 
the American President Lines 
to bring its freight rates for 
ICA cargoes from Japan to the 
Saigon area down to the rates 
asked by the member lines of 
the Japan-Saigon Freight Con- 
ference. The commission de 
cided to ask the Japan 
Homeward Freight Conference 
(Japan to Europe) to abolish 
the surcharge of 30 shillings 
per ton on goods for Alexand- 
ria. The spokesman stated 
that the commission agreed to 
take a wait-and-see attitude tc- 
ward the problem over the 
shippers biacklisted by the 
Japan Homeward Freight Con- 
ference, for the time being and 
study further the provisions 
concerned in the conference’s 
agreement for the carriage of 
goods. The commission defer- 
red action on plans to ask the 
Trans-Pacific Freight Confer- 
ence of Japan and the Japan- 
Atlantic & Gulf Freight Con- 


rates to canned tuna and lum- 
ber, which is to expire on Dec. 
$1 this year. Further, the 
commission postponed action 
on plans to ask the Japan-Latin 
America Eastbound Freight 
Conference to cut the freight 
rate for sewing machines and 
extend the period of application 
of the special rate for sundries, 
pending a reply from the con- 
ference to such requests sub- 
mitted by the member export- 
ers associations concerned. Of- 
ficials of the freight commis- 
sion were rather optimistic 
about an early settlement of 
the issue over admission of 
Everett Steamship into © the 
Japan-Thailand Freight Confer- 
ence.

cidental” wide deviations. 
Instead, the Japanese pro 
posais make the size deviation 


standards more strict, so that 
the net effect is similar. 


Japanese Views 


In discussing the interplay of 
Japanese, American and Euro- 
pean ideas on this whole prob- 
lem of testing and classification 
the Japanese authorities make 
the point that they are willing 
to go along with their custom- 
ers on a step-by-step improve- 
ment of the system, without 
adopting suddenly any change 
which would be so radical as 
to disturb the procedure en- 
tirely.. This is the attitude ex- 
pressed by Yago Yoshizawa, 
director, and ‘Shiro Suzuki, 
research section chief, of the 
Yokohama Raw Silk Condition- 
ing House. 

The Japanese proposals have 
already been circulated in great 
detail—together with tabula- 
tions of. actual classification 
results based on them—to 
technical committee members 
throughout the world. 


It may be possible to put the 
revisions into effect by January 
1958. If,domestic reelers find 
it technically difficult to do so 
on such short notice, it may be 
necessary to start using the 
revised standards next June 1 
—the start of the 1958-59 silk 
season. 


The Japanese decision not to 
adopt the European recom- 
mendation for a “size range” 
criterion is based partially on 
the apparent lack of American 
concern with this particular 


point. 
Tighter Standards 


On the other hand, the Japa- 
nese authorities propose certain 
changes which have the effect 
of making standards tighter, on 
their own initiative: 


1. To set up separate classi- 
fication systems for different 
‘grotips of silk sizes, “to make 
the results and designations 
more useful to weavers. 


2. To eliminate grade design- 
ations which are so low that 
only rarely does a lot fall tha‘ 
low. 

3. To make the size devia- 
tion test a Major Test instead 
of an Auxiliary; simultaneously 
to set a deviation Emit for each 
grade (instead of for each two 
as at present) and to narrow 
the limits for each grade. 

4. As an offsetting factor, to 
reduce by about one per cent 
the Seriplane Evenness require- 
ments for Grades A and above 
in 20/22 and adjacent sizes, in 
order to make it possible to 
achieve minimum size devia- 
tion. 


5. To amend the Cleanness 
test in full accord with the 
ISA recommendations, and to 
raise the Cleanness require- 
ments for each grade. 


6. To set up a new Low 
Neatness test as a Major Test, 
and to raise the limits for Aver- 
age Neatness for each grade. 


7. To raise the winding- 
break limits to some extent. 

A subsequent article will 
discuss the effects of the 
proposed changes.

Prime Minister Kishi leayes today on his second tour 
of Southeast Asian countries since assuming his high post. 
In making his swing through this area of great and grow- 
ing importance, Mr. Kishi will also visit Australia and 
“New Zealand. 
All of us wish him a pleasant, safe and fruitful trip. 
The Prime Minister’s tour is drawing an unusual 
amount of attention from the people here. They are enter- 
taining great hopes that Mr. Kishi through personal con- 
tacts may be able to point the way toward better relations 
between Japan and the nations the Prime Minister will 


visit. 


- Unlike his first trip earlier this year, the tour on which 
Mr. Kishi is now leaving will find him facing a number of 
difficult problems. 

There is, for instance, the reparations issue with Indo- 
nesia. The normalization of Japanese-Indonesian relations 
hinges upon the settlement of this problem.. 

Relations have been normalized with Vietnam, but the 
reparations issue remains unsolved. 

The problem of the entry of their respective nationals 
into each other’s country is among the outstanding issues 
—not untouched by emotionalism—with the Philippines. 

A trade agreement was signed with Australia in July, 
‘but a few questions still remain in that country as to how 
it will work out. The problem of Japanese pearl-fishing 
gn the Arafura Sea remains unsettled. 


The purpose of Mr. Kishi’s present tour is, of course, to 
promote good relations with Japun’s neighbors to the south, 
But the achievement of this goal with the nations mention- 
ed above will depend upon the extent to which the Prime 
Minister will be able to succeed in untangling these various 
unsettled issues. Mr. Kishi should thus be prepared for 
any. situation. 

_. As for Cambodia and Laos, it must be noted that they 
renounced all.reparations claims against Japan. It is only 
natural that the Japanese people should desire to show 
their appreciation for this generous gesture. We 
hope thus that the Prime Minister is prepared to ex: 


| press Japan’s gratitude in some concrete form such as eco- 
_ nomic assistance, 


There are reports that some people in Indonesia, the 
Philippines and Australia are taking a dim view of Mr. 
Kishi’s trip. We would like to believe, however, that such 
people represent the small minority and that the majority 
of the people in those countries will be tolerant enough 
to listen to what Mr. Kishi, as the Prime Minister of the 


New Japan, will have to say. 


As in the case of relations among individuals, direct 


_ eontact is the most effective means of increasing mutual 


understanding. And it is the ability to at least understand 
the other nation’s viewpoints which is the basis of inter- 
national peace.

Japan is obliged to pay repara- 
tions to Indonesia and wants to 
do so as soon as possible. How- 
ever, reparations payments are 
a heavy economic burden to be 
imposed on the Japanese people 
for a long period of time. There- 
fore, it is hoped that the Prime 
Minister will be cautious when 
he negotiates with Indonesian 
leaders on this issue, the paper 
said. Any unreasonable agree- 
ment, if concluded, on the re- 
parations payments, will not 
further friendly relations be- 
tween Japan and Indonesia, the 
paper stressed. The paper at 
the same time said Kishi should 
present to Southeast Asian na- 
tions a feasible plan for econo- 
mic development of that part of 
the world. Kishi on his trip 
should find out what Southeast 
Asian nations want from Japan, 

Mainichi Shimbun, comment- 
ing on Prime Minister Nobusuke 
Kishi’s second tour of Southeast 
Asia, stressed that he should be 
prudent in his talks with Indo- 


nesia and South Vietnam on re- 


parations payments. It is 
particularly hoped that Prime 
Minister Kishi will not make 
hasty agreements with the two 
nations in an attempt to use 
diplomatic achievements for the 
election, the 
paper said. Throughout his 
journey, it is hoped Kishi will 
clarify Japan’s zeal and enthus- 
iasm for the cause of peace.

Kishi’s Mission to Southeast Asia 


Prime Minister’s Second Trip 


Prime Minister Kishi is leav- 
ing Tokyo on his second trip to 
Southeast Asia today. He will 
visit during the three-week 
itinerary’ nine countries of 
Southeast Asia—South Vietnam, 
Cambodia, Laos, Malaya, Singa- 
pore, Indonesia, Australia, New 
Zealand and the Philippines in 
the order mentioned. He will 
have visited all countries in that 
part of Asia, if the countries he 
visited during the first tour 
early this summer are reckoned 
together. 

Prior to his departure, let us 
review briefly the problems ly- 
ing between Japan and the 
countries the Prime Minister is 
scheduled to visit: in the coming 
trip. 


South Vietnam 


Talks on reparations payment 
between the two countries have 
been stalemated completely with 
Japan offering to pay some $51 
million, while Vietnam demands 
$150 million. 

Kogoro Uemura in his recent 
visit to Vietnam as Prime Min- 
ister Kishi’s special envoy dis- 
cussed the matter mainly from 
the angle of Japan’s economic 
cooperation in the development 
programs of that country, espe- 
cially the $30 million Danhim 


power development project, but 


no favorable results were gain- 
ed. 

It is expected that the Govy- 
ernment will send Uemura again 
to Vietnam after Kishi’s visit to 
that country. 

Cambodia renounced its repar- 
ations claim against Japan in 
November 1954, and Japan in 
return promised to extend a 
¥1,500 million economic aid to 
Cambodia. 

In November 1955, Cambodia 
in accordance with this offer 
asked Japan to cooperate in the 
construction of a summer resort 
city on the Kirirom plateau. The 
Japanese Government, there- 
fore, dispatched a survey team 
to Cambodia in February last 
year to comply with this re. 
quest and found that the project 
needed a sum of ¥3,500 million, 

Cambodia proposed to Japan 
to disburse ¥1,500 million of the 
required fund, but Japan failed 
to accept this because the pro- 

1 had not been accompanied 
y a definite repayment pro- 
gram and because it maintained 
that the loan should be spent 
for expansion of basic indus- 
tries. | 

The Cambodian Government 
later changed its policy to seek 
Japan’s cooperation in agricul- 
tural and other development 
projects. No marked progress 
has been made in the talks on 
the new Cambodian plan how- 
ever. 

Informants expect the pro- 
posed economic tie-up between 
the two countries to take con- 
crete steps. toward materializa- 
tion through Kishi’s coming 
visit to Cambodia, 

Another problem awaiting 
solution is how trade accounts 
between the two nations should 
be settled, Cambodia is said 
to be hoping to shift the pres- 
ent pound cash settlement 
formula to an open account 
basis. 

Talks therefore may be start- 
ed on the matter between the 
two nations also as a result of 
the Prime Minister's coming 
tour. 


Laos 


Laos, too, abandoned its re- 
parations claim against Japan 
last March. It asked Japan, at 
the same time, for ships for 
river navigation, motors of 
various types, construction 
machinery, rolling stock, cement 
and steel bars as well as oils 
and ‘fats manufacturing equip- 
ment as a form of Japan’s eco- 
nomic cooperation. 

The Japanese Government 
has not decided to accept the 
Laotian proposal because it be- 
lieves that once Japan accepts 
it, it would not be able to ex- 
pect the return of goods offered. 

No concrete plans for such 
economic cooperation are exX-

Japan and Laos are now 
planning to set up a joint com- 
pany for promotion of trade 
between the two nations. A 
Japanese trade center is now 
being built at Vientiane also 
for this purpose, 


Malaya 


Japan’s trade with Malaya is 
registering a big import ex- 
cess because Japan must import 
various important goods from 
Malaya, such as raw rubber, 
iron ore, tin and bauxite, while 
its exports to that country are 
required to pass Singapore. It 
is, therefore, hoped that diplo- 
matic negotiations will be held 
with Malaya to place Japanese 
exports to that country on @ 
more favorable basis, 

The door to Japan’s economic 
cooperation with Malaya has 


been opened because Malaya has 
been pushing a five-year eco- 
nomic program since last year. 
Already the Japan Mining and 
the Kokan Mining Companies 
have launched joint iron ore 
development projects with 
Malaya. 

The Japanese Government is 
now studying offering of plant 
equipment, and dispatch of ex- 
perts to train technicians to the 
Malayan Industrial Training In- 
stitute and the establishment of 
a technical center in that coun- 
try by offering necessary equip- 
ment, 


Singapore 


Japanese trading circles are 
now engaged in a cut-throat com- 
petition to extend their business 
to Singapore because the place 
is the base of re-exports of Japa- 
nese goods to Southeast Asia. 

This stiff commercial competi- 
tion has given rise to moves 
against Japanese textiles and 
other products in Singapore and, 
therefore, it is hoped that Japan 
will adopt voluntary measures 
to restrict such competition and 
that the two countries will come 


to understand each other better. 
; 


Indonesia 


Although there are no signs 
of early settlement of the re- 
parations problem, economic 
cooperation on a private basis 
has been well under way. 

In February last year the 
Ishihara Industrial Company 
launched a joint enterprise with 
Indonesia and in July the same 
year the Asahi Glass set up its 
soda plant also in that country. 
Meanwhile, the Nichimen Jitsu- 
gyo (Trading) Co. and the Dai- 
ichi Bussan (Trading) are plan- 
ning to establish a cotton spin- 
ning mill and a ramie proces- 
sing plant, respectively, 

However, no immediate pro- 
motion of trade relations be- 
tween the two countries can be 
expected at present because that 
country has been placed under 
poor foreign exchange condi- 
tions. Moreover, the entry and 
stay of Japanese have been 
restricted greatly because no 
normal diplomatic ties have been 
restored. 

At any rate, early settlement 
of the reparations issue is re- 
garded as the first prerequisite 
to establish better relations be- 
tween the two countries, 


Australia 


Kishi’s coming trip to Aus- 
tralia is partly aimed at return- 
ing the visit to Japan of Aus- 
tralian Prime Minister Robert 
G. Menzies this spring. 

The Australians in general 
still harbor considerable bad 
feelings toward the Japanese 


ter 


and, therefore, it is hoped that 
Kishi during his coming tour 
will work for better relations 
between the two nations. 


The removal of such feelings 
among the people of Australia 
is one of the most difficult tasks 
of the Prime Minister, 


One of the issues pending be- 
tween Japan and Australia is 
pearl shell fishing in the Ara- 
fura Sea. Australia tried to 
restrict Japanese pearling op- 
erations in its continental shelf 
in September 1953, but Japan 
opposed this attempt from the 
standpoint of freedom of the 
high seas. The two countries 
agreed to bring the issue before 
the International Court of Jus- 
tice. 

Presently Japanese pearling 
operations are being carried out 
under a provisional agreement 
concluded between the two 
countries in 1954 pending de- 
cision by The Hague court. 

The pearling issue being a 
question of international pro- 
portions like the territorial wat- 
er issue in other parts of the 
world will not be solved even 
by the Prime Minister’s per- 
sonal trip to Australia. 

The trade between the two 
countries amounted to $282 mil- 
lion last year. | 

For Japan, Australia was the 
second biggest trade partner 
following the United States, 
while Japan ranked second only 
to Britain in Australia’s foreign 
trade. 

However, the trade balance 
between the two nations re- 
mained unfavorable to Japan 
for a long time, because Aus- 
tralia refused to grant most- 
favored-nation treatment to 
Japanese goods, and also im- 
posed stiffly discriminative limi- 
tations on them. 

The two countries, however, 
concluded a trade agreement last 
July providing for most-favored- 
nation treatment after months 
of negotiations since last fall. 

Through this agreement, 
Japan has succeeded in securing 
xn Australian pledge to initiate 
talks over the possible retrac- 
tion of its application of Article 
35 of GATT (General Agreement 
on Tariffs ’and Trade) against 
Japanese goods. 


At the same time, however, 


the conclusion of the accord has 
raised charges in Australia that 
the Australian market will be 
flooded by Japanese goods to the 
detriment ef local industries. 

Australians still remain bit- 
against Japanese goods, 
They accuse Japanese makers 
of relying on cheap labor and 
pirating the designs of foreign 
commodities. | 

Their antipathy has been all 
the more inflamed by recent 
American charges against Japa- 
nese toys, allegedly coated with 


paints containing poisonous 
lead. 
The Japan-Australia Trade 


Agreement was ratified in Can- 
berra last October, and by Japan 
at the latest 27th extraordinary 
Diet session. 

In this way, even the effectua- 
tion of ,the trade accord will 
not necessarily eliminate all the 
current troubles concerning 
commercial relations between 
Japan and Australia. 

In this sense, a great respon- 
sibility devolves on the Prime 
Minister in connection with his 
coming visit to Australia. 

The degree of his success in

this regard can possibly be 
measured by how he will be re- 
ceived by the Australian public, 


New Zealand 


Japan has no specific pending 
issues with this country, 

Kishi’s main object in going 
there is to repay the visit to 
Japan made last May by the 
then Prime Minister Sidney G. 
Holland, 

Japan hopes to revive the 
trade agreement with New 
Zealand, which was abrogated 
during the last war. 

New Zealand wants Japan to 
buy more from it because of its 
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unfavorable trade balance with 
this country. 

Japan, however, is urging 
New Zealand to stop applying 
Article 35 of GATT to Japan, 
and thus imposing the highest 
tariffs on Japanese goods, 


The Philippines 


Kishi will visit Manila just 
after the Philippine presidential 
election held last Tuesday. 

Two major pending issues 
will be waiting for the Prime 


Minister to take a _ personal 


hand. 

One is the formulation of the 
second-year working program 
for the Japan-Philippine re- 
parations agreement. The other 
is the improvement of relations 
between the two nations in 
trade and other fields, . 

The Philippine _ presidential 
election campaign has so far 
made it impossible to conclude 
the second-year reparations 
working accord, since the first- 
year agreement terminated last 
June. 


There is need, therefore, to ad- 


just the views of the two na- 
tions on the enforcement of re- 
parations. 

Economic cooperation on a 
private level has already got 
under way through joint Japan- 
Filipino firms in. the develop- 
ment of copper and iron mines, 
and lauan lumber resources. 

In connection with repara- 
tions payment, Japan has 
promised to extend $250 million 
economic cooperation annually 
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over a period of 20 years. 

Last July, a group of Filipino 
bankers came to Japan to nego- 
tiate economic cooperation in 
the form of Javan’s offer of 
capital goods on long-term 
deferred payment terms, 

However, no concrete action 
has been taken yet, because the 
Philippines has yet to specify 
the field of economic coopera- 
tion. 

In prewar days, Japan was 
the Philippines’ second biggest 
trade partner following the US. 
After the war, Japan regained 
this position in 1949, 

Recently, however, relations 
between the two countries have 
not necessarily been friendly, as 
the Philippines have virtually 


‘restricted the entry of Japanese 


travelers and refused to extend 
the visa of Japanese traders in 
that country. 

Kishi has declared his deter- 
mination to “work for improve- 
ment of Japan-Filipino rela- 
tions.” 

Much hope is pinned on his 
efforts in this connection as is 
the case with Australia.
